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American Press: 
Love it or Leave it 


The same voices telling me 10 years ago that “the 
press is too negative, it criticizes the government too 
much,” currently have been saying pretty much the same 
thing. In fact, the criticism is so redundant that | feel like 
grabbing the nearest patriotic cliche and using it as a 
retort—"Well, you know what they say, if you don’t love 
Aummenca, leave it. Likewise if you don’t like the American 
press that criticizes the government, leave it for a country 
where the press doesn't cnticize the government!” 


Americans have long had gripes with the media 
According to a recent survey, the current complaint is that 
the media doesn't go far enough in their reporting, that 
somehow reporters don't present all the information that 
they could, that certain facts are held back 

The above sounds very noble, as though Amencans 
are sincerely concerned with getting “the truth,” all the 
truth, cvenil itinvolves sordid details. However, the 
results of that survey left me with a lot of doubts 


My doubts about Americans being concerned that the 
media wasn't doing a good enough job in presenting all the 
facts were contirmed by the studio audience of a recent 
television talk show. The show's guests were trying to 
convince their audience that the press performed a 
necessary function by exposing the true situation in 
Vietnam through publication of the Pentagon Papers, etc 
Their audience, at least the studio audience, was not 
convinced. When asked to respond with applause to: A) 
“you agree that we should have been informed about the 
situation in Vietnam even if i meant the Pentagon Papers 
being published” or B) we shouldn'thave been informed, 
we should have been allowed to believe that everything 
was OK; the Pentagon Papers should not have been 
published,” most of the audience chose “B.” 


While the studio audience was probably not as 
representative a sampling as the survey mentioned earlier, 
it nonetheless proves that the ostrich mentality is alive and 
well. The ostrich mentality allows one to stick his head in 
the sand and avoid unpleasant realities, ike not getting the 
true story behind policy decisions that the government 
makes. Without a doubt, the ostrich mentality is 
maintained in part by ambiguous statements contained in 
politicians’ answers to the media's questions. 


Indeed. the “doublespeak” of Orwell's 1984 has 
become so much a part of current political rhetoric, that 
one begins to wonder if other politicians understand what is 
said. Perhaps some citizens feel it is more convenient to 
stick one's head safely in the sand instead of trying to 
understand what is true, what is false, and what is being 
hidden from the public eye by the governmeni.

When asked alter the war what they did when they 
saw Jews being harassed on the streets, old men being beat 
up, their beards being p. intully yanked, one German 
answered, “We went over (vu the window, pulled the shades 
down and walked away.”

Sticking one’s head in the sand is dangerous, for any 
nation, any people. Especially one as complacent — as

Harassment Cases Plentiful at CSUS 


Evidence of sexual harassment at CSUS is somewhat 
plentiful and nut limited to a single case in the criminal 
justice department 

Joan Moon, CSUS Affirmative Action Coordinator 
from Spring 1979 to Fall 1980, and current Women 
Studies Coordinator, said, “Clearly there is a problem, and 
clearly there are cases.’ Moon said she has helped institute 
formai harassr:,ent complaints and heard several informal 
grievances from students during her tenure as Affirmative 
Action Coordinator. 

Earlene Ames, CSUS Associated vice-president for 
Faculty and Staff Affairs confirmed there is one case 

involving a CSUS faculty member currently being 
appealed to the State Personnel Board 

Dr. Margaret McKoane, PASAR chair and chair of a 
CSUS ad hoc committee on sexual harassment first 
formed in 1977, said the committee received many 
harassment complaints from students and stati personnel. 
She said female students reported male professors making 
passes at them during alter-hour meetings ostensibly 
called to discuss the student's work. 

Women social work studenis complained to Professor 
Lynn Cooper about male teachers putting their arms 
around them and asking them about their sex lite and 
about other instances of cited, informal touching. 

The evidence of a problem that most women are 
extremely reluctant to formally report seems convincing. 
Perhaps it 1s the mounting evidence tha! causes many men, 
unwilling to relinquish thew sociahzed supremacy, to greet 
with open hostility any attempt to eliminate sexual 

harassment. Cooper and McKoane have faced this 
hostility. 

In November 1980 Cooper, acting as chair of the 
School of Social Work's Committee on Content on 
Women, issued a letter to all social work students offering 
the committee's services as advocates in sexual harass- 
ment complaints. The letter was spurred by ‘several 
alleged incidents of sexual harassment of women students 
by faculty members of the School of Social Work. , 

























of women who have a gnevance against the same person 
Regular procedures are not appropriate, said McKoane 
because, “In cases of sexual harassment, there's a losing 
of the ranks. Even though they know what's happening 
they prefer to look the other way.’ The committee's 
attempt to establish new procedures for sexual harassment 
complaints failed 

McKoane also approached James Waddell, then 
CSUS Affirmative Action Coordinator, about forming a 
permanent sexual harassment committee on « ampus 
Waddell expressed enthusiasm, but has yet tu discuss the 
proposal with current Affirmative Action Coordinator

At CSUS, student, staff and faculty sexual harassment | 


complaints can be filed with the Affirmative Action 
Coordinator. According to Waddell, now Faculty and 
Staff Training Coordinator, Affirmative Action first 
investigates the validity of filed complaints 

if the investigation substantiates the sexual harassment 
charges, the offender's area manager is contacted, 
informed of the situation and requested to ake appropriate 
action. According to Waddell, appropriate action can 
range from intormal desist orders in less henious cases of 
sexually suggestive language and informal touching to 
disciphnary measures in more serious violations involving 
coercion. Waddell said requests for disciplinary action are 
handled through appropriate staff and faculty procedures 


Waddell said the area managers’ “incentive to bring 
appropriate remedy” hes in state and federal laws 
prohibiting sex discrimination and harassment and in the 
victims’ ability to appeal to state and federal authorities if 
they feel CSUS has mishandled thew complaint 

In a May 1981 policy statement on sexual harassment, 
Cahtorma State University and Colleges Chancellor, Glenn 
Dumke, encouraged campuses to “educate the campus 
community, students, and employees regarding sexual 
harassment.”’ Unfortunately, Waddell plans to include 
harassment training with planned workshops for faculty 
and staff concerning all types of discrimination. More 
importantly, no campus-sponsored student education 
effort s planned. 

Because of our culture's deep-rooted acceptance of 
male superionty, consciousness-raising is the necessary 
first step in eliminating sexual harassment. To accomplish 
this geal, the administration should provide persons 
thoroughly knowledgeable of the sexual harassment 
problem to continually educate the entire campus 
community, not just faculty and staff. 

Relegating sexual harassment traiminy to the shuttle of 
busy workshops does not speak well for the adminis 


tration’s commitiment to ending harassment of its 
and students. 

a stronger committment, women will continue 
to deal with harassment in frustrating solitude, unable to 
overcome the guilt and fears of inaction and reprisal that 
keep them silent.

| Recognition— Just Another Part of the Game

lo many people, college athletes have the best of two 
worlds. Not only are athletes receiving an education, but 
are looked upon as prestigious members of an intercolle- 
grate team where glory and recognition abounds 

“Hey look, there's James, the CSUS running back,” 
says Tracy Crooker to her tnend Barbie. “It is really?” 
answers the friend in amazement. Such recognition is 
rewarding for a player, but it first has to be earned. Year 
round in the weight room, in the gym, on the track and in 
practice. For the college athlete, of whatever sport, the 
season consists of seven months training and hive months 
of actual competition. 

For CSUS' basketball players, training 1s 90 percent of 
the game. Basketball is a severe test of physical ability and 
mtense competition. In order for a player to survive on the 
roster, he or she must do more than just show up for 
practice and expect to be whipped into playing condition 
Those who start off the season in good shape have a better 
chance of making the team as such many of the these 


individuals also spend summer months polishing their 
skills 

Speed, strength, endurance, hand-eye coordination, 
flexibility, stamina and reaction time are skills that do not 
They need to be practiced. One Sacramento 
basketball player commented, “If | want to make the team 
this year, | can’t afford to relax. | have to run sprints, play 
summer leagues and work on skills.” It’s a year round 
ordeal 

Basketball coach Jack Heron realizes this, and 
as a result, has his players engage in a pre-season 
conditioning program from the first day of school and 
through the beginning of regular season play. In this 
respect, the actual season lasts six months, which is quite 
a commutment for a player to make. 

Baseball players make comrmtments similar to the 
basketball counterparts. Fundamentals are what's 
emphasized to these players, although most college 
baseball coaches expect their players to already know and 
execute these. In order tor a player to do this, he must work 
throughout the year fielding ground balls, running, 
throwing, and batting

Football coach Bob Mattos distributes a booklet to his 
players which stresses « onditioning for the off-season. He 
emphasizes the mportance of ¢ oming to school in shape 
The booklet recommends a variety of stret hing exercises

weight hitting, agility exercises and a balan ed diet 
Certainly, the athlete who wishes to succeed will follow 
ihese suugestons 

Another factor in 
player is his or her mental commitment. A player's 
Physical abilities may be fantastic, but without a mental 
commitment, a player's usefulness may be limited 
Athletes must be able to function in and contribute to a 
team atmosphere and also cope with academics. The 
biggest problem 1s finding time 

Often coaches are faced with pic king a roster of 20 or 
30 when there are 100 players trying out Competition 1s 
intense and all vanables are weighed. Those with the 
strongest mental and physical commitments survive. 

College athletes live a demanding life that takes more 
work than the viewing public realizes. The idea that an 
athlete gets in shape three months a year and drinks beer 
and hives off his heroics for the remaining nine months is 
false. Being a college athlete requires constant commit 
ment, & tough mental attitude and, in man y cases, physical 
pain. College athletes work hard, and they deserve all the 
recognition they receive

Several of the most vivid and 
onic scenes take place in Egypt 
One is of a soccer game being held 
beneath the pyrarnids and another is 
of children trying to sell fruit to the 
soldiers during war games. These 
scenes make war seem like some- 
thing to be acknowledged but never 
confronted 

“Gallipoli” is not a war film 
concerned with violent deaths and 
ravaged land; instead, the film deals 
with relationship of war to life. The 
deaths in “Gallipoli” are symbolic of 
appalling acts of wars, and not 
displays of physical violence 

As the end of the movie approach. 
es, the Australian troops are moved 
from Egypt to Gallipoli. The troops 
arrive at Gallipoli during a night 
attack full of the frenzy of a night- 
mare and the electric 
fireworks

Several of the scenes are exam 
ples of flawless cinematography. 
One such scene is of Archy and 
Frank walking across 50 miles of 
desert to Perth. The sand, the sun, 
the footprints and the boys are the 
only visible sights. Time passes and 
the sun is hidden behind thick clouds 
which cause the earth and sky to 
blend together in one bland, grey 
tone. An aerial picture at this point 
shows miles of smooth sand flawed 
only by a circular pattern of foot 
prints 

The final scene at Gallipoli is 
powerfully timed by flashing back 
and forth from scene to scene. The 
audience is made to feel the necessity

“Xala” is a satire depicting the 
dilemma of all young African na- 
tions struggling to overcome white 
influence. The problems of polyg.

for a humorous look at a society 

caught between traditional and 





modern values. 

The film opens with the local 
white Chamber of Commerce in 
Senegal being ordered out of office 
by seven blacks in African dress. In 
the following scene the seven are 
seated in a Chamber room wearing 
business suits. Each receives a 
briefcase full of money from the 
whites, who remain at the meeting 
like overseers. 


The new businessmen soon take 
on pompous behavior, each driving 
a Mercedes-Benz, trying to live up to 
their new images. E] Hadji, the main 
character and eldest of the seven, is 
an import/export businessman who 
imports, among other things, bottled 
drinking water he uses to wash his 
Mercedes. 

To celebrate his exalted position, 
El Hadji marries a third wife, a 
19-year-old girl.

Senate could take over as presiding 
officer. Kuhn plans to devote much 
of his primary campaign to the defeat 
of Amendment 33. 

Kuhn will run a “grass roots” 
campaign, relying on small contribu- 
tions from private citizens. Kuhn 
said he is against spending large 
amounis of money to “buy an office.” 
“Why should a person have to be a 
millionaire to run for office,” Kuhn 
said, 

“Politics has been perverted by 
big money,” Kuhn said, “one candi 
date plans to spend 1.5 million 
dollars on his campaign. That's 
obscene!"’ Kuhn said he plans to 
bring out the “inequities” of govern 
ment 


Kuha said he wants to be a 
“representative of the people 
making his office open to various 
lobbyists who wish to fight against 
upcoming bills.
